Along this ledge of 
limeston®may He four the &ixes df Line Fork, the bull hole near 
Whitesburg and numerous other interesting facts and conditions 
2s differenu from the ordinary Kentucky mountains as are the 
ever changing conditions of nature. 


The usual coal cf Letcher county is singularly free from sul- 
phur, making it very valuable in certain industries, but along this 
Pine Mountai several springs bring to the surface waters of vari- 

ous Kinds and many of them of sulphurous content that reminds 
one of the medicinal waters of Manitou Springs, Colorado and 
West Bader, Ind,, and other places. This we think is due to the 
fact that in this mountain the seams or fissures extend slantingly 
toward the Lowels of the earth, thus bringing * us in springs the 
waters that have been impregnated with all sorts of medicinal 
qualities. 

Theusual water in the mountain streams is as clear as crystal 
excent immeditaely after a heavy rain, when it shows for a short 
time what it can do towards increasing the depth of the valleys. 
Most of the Surface water 4s much as.it eame fromthe clouds ex- 
cept for surface contamination but the water from the neighbor- 
hood of Pine Mountain is usally of a strong mineral content. 


‘ Near Eolia, Ky.,:'on the Appalachian Way; “there is a group 
of these mineral springs, familiarly known along the Kentucky and 

Virginia border as Parson’s Springs. Hundreds of people have vis- 
ited these springs annually or the last half century to drink the 
mineral waters. It is also*tarfied away in large “quantities for 
use of those who cannot come to the springs. Here there are at 
jeast three ditinct springs within a distance of twenty feet, one 
with a white sulvhur content and an odor of aged eggs, one with a 
black iron sulphur taste and one as nearly verfect to the taste as 
can be found on God’s gre *t footstool. Some day this snot will be 
the favorite rendezvous of those who need a renewal of youth.
